Canada’s national park system. .To- 
day there are, 26 national parks 
covering an area of approximately 
29,000 square miles and all are wild- 
life sanctuaries, One of the smallest, 
“Elk Island National Park” in cen- 


‘tral Alberta, measuring 6&2 square 


miles, is frequently referred to as 
“the new home of the buffalo’. 

Bik Island Park was set aside in 
1906 to prestrve the wapiti, or elk, 
which was fast disappearing. Later 
the Canadian authorities decided to 
move the herd of buffalo temporarily 
established at Elk Island to a fenced 
reserve at Wainwright; Alberta, 
Some forty animals were so wild that 
they could not be captured. Descend- 
ants of that small but vigorous group 
now comprise one of the finest and 
healthiest herds on the North Amer- 
ican continent. Under the sanctuary 
conditions provided, other big game 
species such as elk, mule deer and 
moose share this ideal range with 
the former “Monarch of the Plains’, 

Bird life is very abundant in the 
park, which is, one of the most ‘im- 
portant sanctuaries in the West. A 
spectacular sight in autumn is af- 
forded by thousands of birds prepar- 
ing to migrate south for the winter. 

It was only to be expected that a 
natural museum of big game animals 
such as this would become an import- 
ant tourist attraction, In _ recent 
years Elk Island has developed into 
a favourite summer playground, 
Facilities for the enjoyment. of 
sports are numerous and varied, The 
recreational centre-of, the park is at 
Sandy Beach, located on Astotin 
Lake, Sandy Beach is a long stretch 
of fine, clean sand which affords ex- 
cellent opportunities for swimming. 
Amusements such as swings and see- 
saws are provided for children. In 
the immediate vicinity of the beach 
may be found an area suitable for 
baseball, softball, horseshoe pitch- 
ing and other forms of outdoor re- 
creation,
